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PUBLICATION OF THE PROCEEDINGS 

THE issue of an official Bulletin as a means of communication between the 
Association and its members was the natural outcome of the establishment 
of A. L. A. headquarters. The original intention was to send out the 
Bulletin four times a year, but the Council having decided to include the Proceedings 
and Handbook as two additional numbers of the Bulletin, it becomes a bimonthly 
publication. 

The Publishing Board is responsible for the publication of the Bulletin, but the 
selection of material included in the Proceedings was determined by the Executive 
board upon recommendation of the Program committee. 

The Association having undertaken to publish its own Proceedings, the Library 
Journal, which for thirty years has annually devoted one of its numbers to the exclu- 
sive use of the A. L. A., will no longer contain the official record. 

The Bulletin, including Proceedings and Handbook will be sent free to every 
library enrolled as a member of the Association as well as to each individual member 
whose dues are paid for 1907. It will not be distributed or sold outside the mem- 
bership. The edition is limited, so that any library, desirous of securing a copy, 
should make early application for membership in the Association. 

For the benefit of those who are keeping a bound file of the Proceedings, this 
page of the Bulletin is followed by the title-page of the Proceedings and can be 
removed. Those who wish to bind the numbers of the Bulletin together can retain 
this page which bears the consecutive number.
